When the Grayling State Sav- 
ings Bank closes the doors for 
business Saturday afternoon at its 
present quarters, it will mark 
nearly fifteen years and 9 months 
of service to the people of Gray- 
ling, Crawford County and this 
area in that building It will 
also mark the last day that the 
bank will function in that building 
which belongs to-John Bruun. ~ 
On Monday morning, October 6 
at 8 A. M., the Grayling State 
e door 
for business at its new location at 
212 Michigan Avenue, where re- 
building, remodeling ‘aiid new con- 
struction work has been going on 
for sometime. The first day in 
the bright, shining new and mod- 
ern quarters has been set aside 
as a day for inspection by the 
public of this area as well as peo- 
ple from, financial circles from all 
over the state. 

The bank front is of brick, as is 
the whole structure, painted a 
light gray with tHe window and 
door frames trimmed in white 
which sets the building with just 
the right touch. The large front 
window carries the name of the 
the bank -in gold leaf while the 
schedule of banking hours are on 
the front deor window in the same 
style. On entering the front door, 
one finds a small vestibule which 
will break the weather before the 
spacious banking lobby proper is 
The lobby is equipped 
with modern artificial lighting 
fixtures and natural light is pro- 
vided here as well as throughout 
the building by glass block win- 


dows of a modern design ‘with 
aluminum ventilating facilities 
built in, 


Four teller’s wickets ‘are in- 
stalled which will prove a great 
The 
floors -are of rubber tile in the 
main banking quarters with 
mosaic tile floors in the director’s 
room, work room and the remain- 
$1 ms-ofthebetiding. The 
banking fixtures are of light oak 
finish which are waxed over a dull 
varnish. They are of the low type 
and modern in every respect for 
the convenience of the bank em- 
ployees as well as the banking 
pUbli¢’.. 2" Stas ea 
The new addition which was 
added to the building is 24 feet 
in length and was added to pro- 
vide a director’s and. conference 
room, a work room in which the 
bookkeeping will be handled, as 
well as a large increase in base- 
ment storage space. The new di- 
rectors room is properly furnished 
and has a large fireplace. It will 
be used for public use when the 
need is evident, bank President 
Walter Truettner said. A new 
book-posting machine has also 
been installed in the workroom 
which will expedite the handling 
of accounts. 

New plumbing and a brand 
new water heating system has 
been installed in the building. 

The biggest job and, of course, 
the most important was the build- 
ing of a new cash and safety de- 
posit vault which provides the 
space for 300 persénal safety de- 
posit boxes and ample room for as 
many more. The safety deposit 
vault will be entered by a separate 
door from the cash vault and two 
small coupon rooms are adjacent 
to the entrance for the use of 
.lessees of the boxes in which they 
may take care of their affairs. 
The vault itself is constructed of 
poured concrete reinforced with 
heavy gauge steel. The door lead- 
ing into the cash vault weighs 
three tons while the safety deposit 
door is of one and a ‘half tons 
weight. Both doors are ¢on 
Structed of stainless steel and are 
‘equipped “with dual time jocks. 

“The bank, its fixtures and 
rooms were all. planned with the 
though of serving the banking 
public of this, area in an ample 
and satisfactory manner,” Presi- 
dent Truettner said. “We aim to 
give this area the bést,--nost ef- 
ficient banking service that it is 
possible to establish. 

The bank has had a phenomenal 
Zrowth in its 15 years of existence 
and has set a record which any 
‘financial institution should be 
proud to point out.
